r:LM SFritAU uVER WATER 


Thin Sheet on Surface Ha« Properties 


That Are Vary Like Thow of 


India Rubber. 


It Beeros not to be generally under- 


stood that the surface of all water Is 
covered by a film of the water itself, 
which in its action la not nnlilie that 
of a thin sheet of India rubber, sayi 
Edward Blgulow, the scout naturalist, 
in Bojs' Life. 
To comprehend tWs 


one must Imagine the rubber to be so 
tbin as to be transparent. The surface 
of tbe water itself Is elastic anil under 
tension, so that a needle, though heav- 
ier than the water, may be floated on 
the surface. 


Several interesting experiments may, 


be made with the elasticity of thli 
film. One of the best Is to place two 
slender splinters of wood side by aide. 
on the water. Wow drop a little alco- 
hol between the splinters. This alco- 
hol will Immediately break the surf- 
nee film between the splinters, and 
the pulling force of the remaining film, 
since there is nothing between them 
to hold them, will cause the splinters 
Instantly to ny'apart. 


Another Interesting eiperiment ig to 


whittle a thin,- slender splinter, pointed 
at one end somewhat like a boat. Place 
R tiny bit of gum camphor on tbe rear 
of this splinter and the 'gum will de- 
stroy the surface film so that there 
•wlU be no pull in th« rear. As there 
Is a poll-In the front not balanced by 
one In the rear, the tiny boat will ran 
forward as rapidly AS the camphrr 
can dissolve the film In the rear.

what they do. Nor are the lower an!- • 
mals cruel, seeing that they are wholly j 
uuconscUms of the sufferings, of oth- 
ers. Thus the charpe of cruelty ugalnst 
the curnivora is unjust. These animals 
generally destroy their victims out- 
right and In the rare cases (e. g,, cat 
nnd mouse) where they prolong the 
suffering they have no knowledge of 
' the pain, they "are causing, 
When, 


therefore, we stigmatize the conduct of 
the cruel raan as "brutiiP* we wrong 
the brutes. 


The animal which attacks another, 


and in so doing causes pnln, merely 
responds to a blind, unthinking In- 
stinct ; but man, proud mrm, who looks 
Before and after, Is able to realise aud 
take pleasure in the pain he deliber- 
ately, aud by subtle means maybe, sets 
out to cause. It Is clearly .absurd to j 
speak of his conduct as "brutal." t 
Rather should we call it devilish, the 
devil nsnalJy being credited with a 
goodly share of lotulllgoace. We must 
cease to libel the brutes by designat- 
ing the basest acta of man as brutal. 
As a matter of fact, they cannot be 
charged, with noBdorsil conduct, see- 
ing Uint they are devoid of self-con- 
sciousuess.

The farm-labor problem is difficult 


—one of th« most difficult ot our \rar- 
igrtcultural problems—and yet there 
is a remedy at hand, a measure possi- 
ble in every section and one .that will 
solve the local problem in most sec- 
tions. It is simple enough if you will 
do it. You can solve it—700, member 
oi half a dozen boards of directors or 
president of the civic league or lead- 
ing spirit in the chamberof commerce. 
You, who persisted in any new local 
project until the dream was realized, 
or organized the movement" that clean- 
ed un your city politically or other- 
wise, or put over a bond issue for 
city improvements, or headed the Red 
Cross'orTJberty Loan campaign.

the crops if necessary. And they will 
do it if their employers—the business 
men erf the town and cities, tho hust- 
lers, the lire wires, the men who put 
Uuir shoulders to tbe wheel in that 
tows and put things over, wether it 
was building a styscraiier or boosting 
the oaseball team—if these business 
men win organize to that end. 


It may be necesary, as was done in 


some places last year, to close busi- 
nos houses or allow most of the em- 
ployees to lay off, during the harvest 
rush. That would be a temporary in- 
convenience to the business man, to 
be sure—but it is much better than,

had produced food. 
.Need for more 


food this year is expected to result in 
an even greater number of gardens. 


The new bulletin is designed to aid 


the amateur as well as the experienc- 
ed gardener. Among the topics treat- 
ed are: 


Importance of city gardens, types of 


gardening, cost and value of crops 
from horn* gardens, labor and expense 
required to make home gardens, loca- 
tion and soil, slxe of the garden, ar- 
rangement of the garden, fences and
